At the ond of the hour ho hud warbled 
off fifty-one hytons and smashed the record 
which he made some timo ago. It was just 
8.30 o'clock whon Mr Ludguto, concertina 
in hand, took bis place on tho platform, 
Ho extracted a fow motos from tbo cou- 
certioa just to got a flying start and thon 
awoy he wont at a record gait, paced by 
the entire srmy, 

The first hymn was, * Follow, I will 


--tollow Jesus,’ and ho reeled out the four 


atanzaa in jost 49 gecouda ; through * Dawn 
where the living waters flow,’ aud ‘ 'Thoro 
is duolight in my gonl,’ be kept up the guit 
and. Jeft his pacomakers several notes in 
tha rour. 4 

At tho sixtooth song, sung to the tuno 
of ‘Marohing through Georgia,’ he lost 
time by waiting for the nudisuce, who in- 
tiated on singing the war-limo song entire, 
but he was five acconds ahead at thotwonly- 
jirst, where thosisters acted as pacemakers, 
‘Throw out tho life line,’ ‘Pull for the 
shore,’ and 'I’vo rouched the Innd of corn 
and wine,’ put him still farther in the lead, 
He rendered tho fifty-firat and last with all 
his remaining strength, while tba audience 
ruse to ita foet and joined in the chorus.
